Carter’s strong win 
buoys the Dem ocrats 


Jim m y Carter’s strong vic­ 
tory in Texas, coupled w ith last 
week's win where he wasn't 
supposed to win, g iv es the 
former Georgia governor m o­ 
mentum that will be difficult to 
stop. 
Indeed, last week's Penn­ 
sylvania campaign was a di­ 
rect drive to stop Carter—-and 
it failed, ll caused Simi Henry 
Jackson lo say he has had all 
he can finance and caused Sen, 
Hubert Humphrey to remain 
on the sidelines. 
Carter's remarkable drive 
appears to be a strong response 
to voter sentim ent, as m e a ­ 
sured by the Lou Harris poll, 
for a fresh face and an honest 
campaign. Carter’s speech in 
San Antonio was startlingly 
low-kev, but direct and force­ 
ful. For example, in fielding 
questions about Kelly AF’B jobs 
— after Carter said he would 
favor cutting fat out of the De­ 
fense Department budget — 
won lusty cheers from a big 
audience. He said efficiency 
wouldn’t be bothered but bloat 
would. 
No fuzzy answers there. 
The T exas prim ary saw 
many voters in I he Republican 
primary — and created a 
plaintive cry Sunday about 
voters w ho couldn’t help decide 
Democratic run-off races. 


One is rnt ii led to wonder, at 
this point, whether ii makes 
much difference who the R e­ 
publican presidential nominee 
is. ( arter has proved he can 
win — in the north or in the 
south. 
Ronald R eagan’s su rp ris­ 
ingly strong Texas victory will 
be analyzed in the days ahead, 
but on the surface it appears he 
put together coalition of the 
Republican right wing, a scat­ 
tering of defectors from the 
George Wallace campaign and 
voters who still fear a Com­ 
munist coup, Reagan saturated 
the radio Friday and Saturday 
with a declaration that Secre­ 
tary Kissinger is negotiating 
“ the best we can get” as the 
No. 2 world power. 
Not even Reagan believes 
that, 
(’arter also 
won 
in 
Lou­ 
isiana Saturday and he is en­ 
listin g solid support as he 
moves 
from 
election-to-elec- 
tion. For example, in Texas he 
told supporters he would cam ­ 
paign if Texans would raise the 
campaign funds. They did. 
FAy contrast, Jackson plea­ 
ded depleted funds and got out 
of the cam paign. In other 
words, cam paign help — in­ 
cluding money — shows the 
caliber of popular support 
Carter has attracted. 
Proposal for education fund 
merits widespread support 


Feasibility of establishing a 
national fund for high quality 
education, particularly at the 
graduate or professional level, 
has been raised in San Antonio. 
Our Lady of the Lake Uni­ 
versity 
President 
Gerald 
Burns lately joined conversa­ 
tions on the proposal among 
foundation and corporation 
executives in New York. The 
proposal has favorable r e ­ 
sponse there. 
The U. S. Census Bureau 
shows about 12 million Span- 
ish-surnamed residents of the 
U.S., whose median income is 
relatively low. A m ong this 
group are many families with 
annual incom es of less than 
$6,000. 
Educational advancem ent 
is regarded as an effective 
means for improving earning 


power. The fund, if it is estab­ 
lished, would provide grants 
for education. 
Burns has helped to launch 
two other national organiza­ 
tions and he proposes to enlist 
leadership in four U. S. cities 
with high Spanish-surnamed 
residents to test the new 
proposal. Those cities are San 
Antonio, Los Angeles, Miami 
and New York. 
The proposal has m erit, 
quite obviously. It has been 
only within the past decade or 
so that San Antonio's large 
Mexiean-American population 
has started encouraging more 
of the youngsters to pursue 
education to graduate levels. 
The examples of high achieve­ 
m ent 
are 
m any 
and 
exemplary. But the funds for 
many remain in short supply. 


Parking lot price gouging 


City Councilman Al Rohde 
has an issue that will strike a 
responsive public chord: F ies­ 
ta Week parking lot price 
gouging. 
Rates that are normally 50 
cents to $1 were hiked to $2.50 
and $3 for Fiesta days. On the 
Saturday of the night parade, 
the special rates took effect at 2 
p.m. for an event som e five 
hours later. 
Rohde also wants more free 


parking on city-owned lots next 
year as well as standardized 
all-occasion rates on private 
lots. He is one of three coun­ 
cilmen on a committee to look 
into the matter. The others are 
Claude Black and Boh Billa. 


Aggressive promotion of at­ 
tractive park-and-ride bus ser­ 
vice should be a part of the so­ 
lution. Rohde wants to increase 
that service.

Yes, it gives lip serv ice to the idea 
th at our nation needs a foreign in­ 
telligence service. 
Yes, the re p o rt calls attention to 
the d a n g e rs of Soviet espionage. 
T h e p rin cip al au th o rs stoutly in­ 
sist that th e ir publication will not 
w eaken, hut ra th e r will stren g th en 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
Belittles 
W h en th e s e p e r fu n c to r y p ie tie s 
h av e been ack n o w le d g e d , little of 
value rem ain s. 
T he c o m m itte e has raised a b a n ­ 
ner with a stra n g e device: “ Let it 
All H ang O u t.” 
T h e m a j o r i t y m e m b e r s s e e m 
genuinely to be w edded to the naive 


notion that an ag en cy whose fu n c ­ 
tion is to deal in se cre ts m u st have 
no secrets — it m u st shed itself of 
“ secret practices that have eroded 
the p ro c e sse s of open d e m o c r a tic 
g o v ern m en t.”

Mothers learn to cop 
with living alone

Th*- overall serious crime rate in New Orleans 
increased about 2 per cent —r but violent crime 
rates dropped, the ERI statistics reported. 
Murders, for instance, fell 22 per cent. The 
number of forcible ra p e s , aggravated assaults. 


and burglaries also decreased. There were 230 
fewer armed roblteries. 
One category the ERI report didn't include was 
narcotics arrests — which D is tric t A tty Harry 
C'onnick lab-led top priority when he replaced

Since then. more than IOO persons have been 
convicted of heroin distribution and have been 
given mandatory life prison terms, the district 
attorney's office said.
